He-told of walking a 
mile to reach the hospital, through 
a heavily 'wooded valley of the 
Rocky 
River, 
in Metropolitan 


Park. 


He told police three strange 


youths about his own age picked 
him up-Tuesday morning as he 
was hitchhiking to St. Ignatius 
Parochial School, where he is a 
senior. Because the car had St. 
Ignatius stickers on the wind- 
shild, he said, he -thought they 
attended the same school. 


Held Captive 


But instead of- taking him to 


school, they held him captive and 
drove around Cleveland until dusk, 
he continued. 


Then for some reason the three 


became "mad and disgusted." he 
said, and drove down into the 
river valley, where they chained 
hint to the tree and secured the 
chain with a cheap padlock. He 


said he could not explain their 
motive. 


He said that when the youths 


left him, he broke loose from the 
tree and rolled on the ground to 
put out the flames. 


Police found his clothing snagged 


on a branch overhanging the river. 
An empty turpentine can lay 
nearby and Fryman's schoolbooks 
were on the river bottom.

FRANKFURT, Germany Cfl—A terrific explosion destroyed a new 


apartment building in midlown Frankfurt before dawn today and buried 
32 Germans in a 20-foot high mass of wreckage.

It was the worst disaster in west 


Germany's vast poetwar rebuild- 
ing profram. 


Six hours after the blast shat- 


tered 
the 
five-story 
building 


threatened to collapse on 150 Ger- 
man and American rescue work- 
ers. 
They ran from the debris 


but soon resumed work. 


Seven injured persons—J men. 2 


•women and 2 children—were res- 
cued from the wreckage. One. a 
12-year-old boy. was carried-out 
on "a stretcher after being buried 
six hour?. 


One of the seven injured died 


later,

The bodies of four men. three 


women. an<3 a. child were dug out 
by midday. 
'Among those listed *s dead was 
the owner-architect of the building. 
He and his tenants had moved in 
only two weeks ago. 


The new building was occupied 


by 12 German families who had 
moved in only two weeks ago. 
Some persons were away at Uie 
time of the blast. 


One survivor, a man in pajamas, 


was found beneath an .overturned 
bathtub which had sheltered him 
from debris.

Employes 
In Vault 
Robber Demands 
Serial Numbers; 
Makes Getaway 
'LAKE GENEVA 
UP)—A 


gunman with a flair for de- 
tails welcomed nine employes 
of the First National Bank to 
work today, locked them in a 
vault one by one, and escaped 
with a packing box of cur- 
rency estimated at more than 
$100,000. 


The holdup man, medium-sized 


and masked with a paper Hal- 
loween horror mask and a muf- 
fler, was waiting'behind a screen 
when Mrs. Vickie Lochner arrived 
to open the bank shortly before 
8:30 a. m. 


Officials said he apparently en- 


tered the building, situated on 
busy Highway 12 in the center of 
Lake Geneva's business district, 
with a key. 


As other employes and bank of- 


ficials arrived, the gunman direct- 
ed them into a large vault used 
for storing records. While waiting, 
h« disconnected all but one tele- 
phone, and used.that one to turn 
•iiv a--false -fire alarm, -giving -an 
address at the other end of this 
southern Wisconsin-resort city. 


Customarily, Lake Geneva police 


accompany the fire department on 
calls. 


When bank Vice President 


George Allen arrived, the holdup 
man ordered him to open the 
money vault. He then stacked cur- 
rency into a packing box he had 
brought up from the bank's base- 
ment. 
Allen^ who estimated the 


total loot, said the gunman insist: 
ed on old bills, except for those 
of S50 and $100 denomination. 


Then. Allen said, the gunman 


demande'd the bank's list of cur- 
rency serial numbers, which ordi- 
narily make it possible to trace 
stolen money when it shows up 
in trade channels. 


Thereafter, he took Allen into the 


basement and bound him with a 
piano wire, and left in a • 1955 
Dodge hardtop belonging to War- 
ren Huber, the bank's cashier. 


He selected Huber's car after or- 


dering all the employes .to put 
their car keys on the counter as 
they were herded into the vault. 
Huber's car. light green and cream 
colored, carries Wisconsin license 
number T-20856. 


Allen freed himself from 
the 


wire bonds about S:45 and sounded 
the alarm.

Chief Phil -M. Brown suspended 
Engstrom. 


In announcing the board's deci- 


sion, Chairman Henry A, Gardner - 
of Chicago said that' if it had not 
been for Engstrom's record as a 
police officer, the board "would 
hav« been inclined to dismiss 
him." 


No Witnesses 
- V 


No witnesses were called at th« 


hearing. At the outset, Atty. Nor- 
man P. Jonea of Springfield, repi 
resenting Engstrom, entered the 
guilty plea and said that an agree- 
ment had been reached with Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Ben Schwartz, repre- 
senting the State Department of 
Public Safety,"for a suspension of 
an additional 120 days from today. 


Brown, who was present for th* 


hearing, told newsmen he had no 
part in the agreement.

Gardner, -after conferring with 


the other board members, Raphael 
Yalden of Rockford and G. William 
Cullen of Springfield, said they 
"could "riotx"takei tHe accusations 
lightly." Gardner said some of the 
offenses charged against Engstrom 
couM cause "incalculable damage" 
to the state police force. 


Include* Lee 


At the time of his suspension by 


Brown, Engstrom was in charge of 
battalion 7 with supervision over 
Police Districts 1 and 7. The dis- 
tricts include the counties of Car- 
roll, DeKalb, JoDaviess, Lee, Ogle, 
Stephenson, Whiteside, Winnebago, 
Bureau, Henry, Knox, Mercer an<J 
Rock Island. 


He has been on the state' police 


force since May, 1950, and prior to_ 
that served 21 years on the Evans- 
ton force. 


The specific charges against 


Engstrom were that he failed to 
give equal attention to both police 
districts under his command, used 
profane and abusive language to 
Lt. Raymond H. Cramer and other 
police officers, failed to make reg- 
ular monthly inspections of hi* 
units, falsifying inspection reports, 
and on one occasion left his com- 
mand for six hours without notify- 
ing his superiors. 


Urges Leniency 


Jones, in arguing Engstrom'a 


case, urged leniency in view of the 
police captain's record. He sail 
the charges "were not of sufficient 
gravit3' to warrant discharge of an 
officer who has given 26 years to 
the service of his city and the state 
on the police force." 


"The charges do not involve 


moral turpitude or stealing or any- 
thing o£ that nature," Jones de- 
clared. 


Schwartz, appearing for the Safe- 


ty Department which has overall 
jurisdiction o£ state police, assert- 
ed the charges against Engstrom 
were serious and said his suspen- 
sion would have "a salutary effect 
on the entire police organization." 


"Will Realize" 


"They wall realize." he said, 


"that one in a superior position, 
cannot treat others in an uncivil 
manner, cannot use abusive and 
profane language, and that he too 
is subject to the rules and regula- 
tions of the department,"'

Police Seek to Unravel 
Story of Woman's Death 


CASPER, Wyo. CD—A woman's 


skeleton, chipped by police ham- 
mers from a concrete tomb in the 
home of a respected 
family of 


seven, has started a bizarre in- 
vestigation. 


The grisly find solved the dis- 


appearance 29 months ago of Mrs, 
Barbara Alexander, 27. But in turn 
it led to new and macabre puzzles. 


Mrs. Alexander's body, the hands 


clutching a crude cross at the 
chest, was found in the basement 
of the east Casper home of her 
husband James, 48, a former school 
teacher here. 


"The body was pointed out to us 


by the person who buried it." said 
Natrona County Atty. Ray Whit- 
taker. 
"That person was Mrs. 


Rose Alexander."

First and Present 


Rose Alexander is James' first 


and also his present wife. Married 
some years ago, they had two chil- 
dren and later were divorced, 
Whittaker said. Alexander then 
married Barbara Alexander, who

had two children by a previous 
marriage and one by Alexander. 
All the children lived at the Alex- 
anders' home here. 


Barbara Alexander vanished in 


July, 1953, but, for reasons not ex- 
plained, her disappearance was not 
reported by Alexander until "about 
nine months later," the county at- 
torney said. 


Rose Alexander, in a statement 


to officers, said Barbara's death 
was accidental. No charges have 
been filed. 


Parents' Request 


Asked by the missing woman's 


parents at Hardin. Mont., to con- 
tinue an investigation, police ques- 
tioned the present Mrs. Alexander. 
On Monday,' Police Chief C. J. 
Carter said, Mrs. Rose Alexander 
signed a statement relating these 
details. 


She went to the Alexander home 


in 1953. Barbara came to the door 
an stumbled against a pile of 
bricks. The bricks toppled, killing 
her. Rose, shocked and frightened, 
dragged the_body into the house 
and.returned several days later to 
bury it in' the basement. 


Alexander 
was 
building 
the 


homt. and the basement was un- 
finished. Carter said the body ap- 
parently was placed In dry cement, 
then was wet down and covered 
with dirt and a concrete floor. 


Don't Know 


Where was Alexander at the 


time his wife was killed? Where 
were the five children? Police say 
they do not know. 


Sometime after 
the 
incident, 


Rose Alexander returned to live 
with her former husband. 


Alexander resigned as a -shop in- 


structor at Casper high school last 
spring, and in August he and his 
family moved to Worlancl, Wyo., 
where he works as a machinist. 


The home here was left unoccu- 


pied. 


Whimpering Dog 


Acting on Mr». Rose Alexander's 


statement and at her direction, po- 
lice 'began drilling in the base- 
ment Monday night. At first they 
were unsuccessful. Then the Alex- 
anders' pet dog, a St. Bernard, 
came to the basement and whim- 
pered over a spot in another cor- 
ner. 


Officers dug there, and within

Time for Tax Culs 


A Yuletide flushed with prosperity is a pool time to 


bring to bring up unpopular measures. But a few hard} 
souls are doing that today—and, borrowing the nurserj 
-phrase, are insisting they are doing it only for our own good 


Some swimmers against the tide of popular demand ar^ 


saying this is no time for tax cuts. Others are warning tha 
if more Americans don't start saving more money, there 
won't be enough to meet the demand of their neighbors fo- 
new mortgages and maybe even for new gadgets bought 01 
time—at least the available money will be so tight that in 
terest rates will go even higher. 
• 
* • 


Those opposing tax cuts and accusing fast-spending 


citizens of being responsible for tight money (rather than 
the .government, as many charge) are likely to win few 
friends just now. And it's questionable whether they 11 in 
fluence many congressmen or consumers. 


The plea to let taxes stay high is being heard by a 


House-Senate economic subcommittee studying the effect of 
taxes on the economy. 


Good times have built up enough momentum to carr> 


through next year without any stimulant from tax cuts, ac 
cording to Edwin B. George, director of the economics de 
partment of Dun & Bradstreet. He would like to see taxes 
maintained at the present level and any Treasury surplus 
used for slum clearance and social security. This view is 
sure to be unpopular in many quarters. 


Another economist, Gerhard Colm of the National Plan 


ning Assn. would spend any surplus on both military and 
non-defense programs. 


An industrial economist, Donald B. Woodward, chair- 


man of the finance committee of Vick Chemical, would use 
present tax rates to reduce the federal debt. The interest on 
that each year is one of the burdens that taxpayer bears.

The unpopular view about who's to blame—the govern 


ment, the bankers or the public—for tighter credit and the 
increasing costs of borrowing to buy a new home, a car or 
household appliances is put forth by several financial observ- 
ers of the xWalL Street scene. 


They quote government figures to show that Americans 


as a whole are saving less of their disposable personal in- 
come what they have left after taxes than they did a year 
ago. 


And those Americans who are saving their money this 


year aren't putting as much money in the banks and other 
institutions as other Americans are seeking to borrow. The 
banks have looked for money to lend by selling government 
securities or borrowing from the Federal Reserve. But this 
along with the growing shortage of money has sent interest 
rates on a steady climb. The Federal Reserve has let them 
climb to stave off inflation.

Thanks to Jean-Pierre Grenier, of the Swiss foreign office, who 


was largely responsible for the fine press arrangements at the Summit 
conference in Geneva, I have acquired information about Switzerland 
which probably will astound others as it did me. Mr. Grenier is an 
absolute Swiss who knows more about his country and ours than most 
of his countrymen and ours. Some of this material 
he poured forth out of his own ready fund but he 
also sent me a recommended book, "The Political 
Institutions of Switzerland," by George Sausei- 
Hall, a piofessor of law at the University of Gen- 
eva 
Just across a street and a small paik from the 


press house where many of the 900 foieign journal- 
ists, but principally the Americans and Britons, 
weie tiying to read beautiful meanings into the 
cynical guns of the Bolsheviki back in July 


Professor Sauser-Hall set me back on my heels 


with a calm statement that Swiss women have no 
suffrage although there is no specific foibiddance in either the federal 
or any of the cantonal constitutions. 
The professor explained sim- 


ply that two motions to grant women the same civic rights that men 
have were beaten in the federal parliament in 1918 because "the ma^ 
jonty of the citizens do not wish women to throw themselves into the 
political arent." 


Perhaps we have occasion for a great armed crusade for "democ- 


racy" here, according to our holy zeal for minding other people's busi- 
ness. 
However, this seems to guarantee the Swiss that they will 


never have an Eleanor Roosevelt nonr an Anna Rosenberg so perhaps 
calm, practical counsel will prevail, whatever the political ethics of 
the verboten 
Anyway, only 29 per cent of the population do enjoy 


political rights so the distaff are not put upon as severely as they 
may seem to be.

However, all political 
rights are reserved exclusively to 
Swiss citizens and there are re- 
strictions on freedom of the press

Truman, to cite an extreme case. 
its diplomatic representative or 
its govemmnet. is subject to fine 
and imprisonment. 


Switzerland can by law exclude 


refugees whose presence is "moral- 
ly undesirable" and no prolonged 
argument is necessary. She also 
has the power, approved by her 


people through a process much 
simpler than our own, to throw 
foreigners out for reasons of her 
own 
Such reasons, set forth by 


Professor Sauser-Hall, include of- 
fenses against Swiss "security" by 
word or deed. Foreigners who go 
on relief gets the same bum's rush 
and, since the second war, Swit- 
zerland has tried, probably without 
much luck, to hold this threat over 
"war speculators, profiteers and 
monopolists whose presence threat- 
ens the popular interest " 


Sanctuary is provided for "true

The Doctor Says: 


Accidents Are Big Threat 
To Health of Children 


By EDHLN p. JORDAN. M.D. 


According to an article In one of 


th« leading medical Jouinals not 
long ago, "accidents have become 
the leading cause of death among 
children over one year of age. . . . 
One of the commonest, though not 
most fatal, 
types of poisoning 


among young children is caused by 
the consumption of petroleum oils, 
principally kerosene " 


The bulletin of a laige life in- 


surance company says that about 
G.OOO deaths occur each year in 
the United States alone from acci- 
dents among children between the 
ages of 5 and 14. "Accident preven- 
tion," the bulletin goes on "consti- 
tutes the broadest single area for 
life conservation among children 
of elementary school age." 


AMOXG CHILDREN fiom 1 to 


4 years of age about 5,500 deaths 
or %, of all those which occur in 
children of these ages in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, happen each 
year as the results of accidents of 
one kind or another. The pictuie 
is really appalling since most acci- 
dents in small children could be 
prevented and we should guard 
these tots moie carefully against 
the dangers of accidental death 01 
severe injury. 


One particularly 
heait-rending 


type of injury to small children is 
that which results when they get 
hold of some poison in a bottle m 
the medicine cabinet or elsewhere 
and try to drink it If poisonous 
liquids, 
including 
kerosene, 
or 


solids MUST be kept around the 
house they should always be placed 
beyond the possible reach of the 
curious youngster 


IF A CHILD does swallow poison, 


-vomiting should be brought about 
at once by placing the finger down 
the child's throat( this with the 
exception of lye or kerosene poison- 
ing). Naturally, the poison bottle 
should be kept so that the doctor 
•will know what the child has taken, 
and professional advice should be 
obtained at once. 


Most accidents to children — 


about % of 'the total — are the 
results of motor vehicle accidents 
and this is half as bad again in 
Canada as in the United States 
Deaths from burns of various ori- 
gins, from drowning:, from acci- 
dental swallowing of poisons and 
from other usually avoidable mis- 
haps are also too common among 
these toddlers The greatest pos- 
sible care in driving motor vehicles 
especially if small children are 
around is obviously needed. 


THE MOST EFFECTIVE method 


to avoid burns is to keep fire or 
fire-making 
equipment 
entirely 


away from small children. IT the 
clothing of a child actually does 


them subsidies or supports them 
entirely and confers on them priv- 
ileges withheld from the other con- 
fessions,"

This multiplier will be applied

For example, if the new multi- 


plier were applied against a prop- 
erty .assessed at 510,000. the new 
assessed valuation would be $11,- 
111. 


Using last year's multiplier in 


the same example, the new as- 
sessed valuation would be 310,753 


a difference of S358 in the new 


assessed valuations.

employes, it means a sudden ava- 
lanche of packages and Christmas 
cards that have to be delivered be- 
fore Dec. 25. 


Charles H. Rcdebaugh, Dixon 


postmaster, offers this added serv- 
ice and these suggestions to make 
things easier for all parties in- 
volved : 


—Starting today, an additional 


stamp window will be open daily 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. in the rear 
of the post office lobby. 


—The post office windows will be 


open all day Saturdays, Dec. 10 
and 17. 


—Use "Out of Town Delivery" 


and "Local Delivery" labels on 
bundles of Christmas cards. These 
labels are available at the stamp 
windows. 


—Out of town Christmas cards 


should be mailed by Dec. 15 and 
local cards as soon after as pos- 
sible. 


—The police department has re- 


moved parking meters on the Sec- 
ond Street side of the post office 
to allow free parking while mail- 
ing packages. An additional curb 
mail box has also been placed at 
this location. 


— Use three-cent stamps on cards 


to assure forwarding and return if 
they cannot be delivered.

Rates Will 
Drop Here

new rating by the Illinois Inspec- 
tion Bureau.

were awarded contracts totaling 
$9,343.20 to remodel the city hall.

Dixon's new fire insurance rating 


will mean blanket savings for all 
dwelling owners and lower prem- 
iums for 
majority 
of. building 


owners—depending upon the condi- 
tion of the building, fire hazardi, 
etc. 


L. J. Welch, commissioner of 


public property, said that rates on 
dwellings will be reduced two 
cents for each $100 worth ot fir* 
insurance. 


For example, the saving would 


be $2 on a $10,000 fire insurance 
policy. This new rate went Into 
effect Monday. 


The city now has a Class Six fin 


insurance rating. Its former rating 
was Class Seven. 


Mayor William Slothower, com- 


menting on the new rating said, 
"This is something the city coun- 
cil has been working toward for the 
last 20 years."

Cost Is the Big Question 
In Farm Prop Programs

OREGON —(Special)—Whether 


it be an agriculture farm program 
maintaining our defenses, or de- 
veloping further defend produc- 
tion, we are all concerned about 
what the cost will be. I told you 
in the last column that one of the 
disadvantages of the loan and pur- 
chase agreement program wa5 its 
cost; however, the direct cost of 
the program may not necessarily

are other 
costs 


that cause t h i s 
b u r d e n

years have cost about $47 per fam- 
ily; school lunches and market 
services, $41, and research and 
education, $19. 


We hour many people com- 


ment that further research work 
in the line of marketing should 
be developed and when one con- 
sider* thnt only $19 was spent 
during 20 year* or $1 per family 
per year, we have not contrib- 
uted very much toward the mar- 
keting of our product*. There 
are lots of new things being de- 
veloped but we could also go 
still further with our develop- 
ments and find many nexv uses 
for the products we now have.

costs each family less than 50 
cents per year. It would be diffi- 
cult to say that families could not 
realize benefits amounting to this 
cost. Certainly you would agree. 
Your income could be increased 
by 50 cents merely by having the 
adapted varieties in your garden 
or by the use of proper insecti- 
cides. Should we then be concern- 
ed over the maount of taxes going 
to the agricultural program. In- 
dustry and labor also receive their 
share of federal assistance. Such 
things as tmempolyment compen- 
sation, guaranteed military con- 
tracts, subsidies for building pro- 
grams, fair trade laws, and many 
others receive their share of fed- 
eral assistance. 


Another disadvantage of the loan 


and purchase agreement is that 
no one knows what the real mar- 
ket price is on our farm products. 
The artificially high price guides 
production toward too much of the 
crop being supported and a waste 
Of resources which could be used 
to produce goods for which there 
is a consumer demand.

should consider is that produc- 
tion Is stimulated and consump- ' 
tion discouraged by the loan 
and purchase agreement farm 


program. Controls an; invllablr. 
Total production has increased 
in spite of controls. In fact, pro- 
duction of the controlled i-rop 
has

Increased 
in some 


cases. Farmers keep the best 
land in the crop, add more for- 
tilizerandilo everything in their 
power to maintain high produc- 
tion according to recommenda- 
tions as set forth by Extension. 
according to experimental dates 
from universities. 
If we are to take the wheat pro- 


gram as an example, wheat pro- 
ducers have retained the privilege 
of meeting high price supports by 
approving, marketing quotas. But 
they have not found a permanent 
solution to their problem. The 
problem of big stocks may be just 
as pressing a year or two from 
now. 
With only avearge yields, the 


62 million acres planted; will still 
meet one year's domestic needs 
as well as export needs. To reduce 
these stocks, it will require furth- 
er acreage reductions, drought 
and expanded markets. An expan- 
sion in markets seems likely only 
if we price our wheat at competi- 
tive levels in world markets or as 
livestock feeding. Eventually con- 
trols prevent production from be- 
ing shifted to low-cost producing 
areas. 
During 
the 
years 1929 


through 1941, the acreage of all 
crops was reduced by 5 per cent. 
Production was increased by 6 
per cent. 


The last disadvantage to this 


type of farm program may be con- 
sidered the cost born by consum- 
ers in higher food prices is heav- 
iest on the low income family. 
This is because a large part of 
the income is spent for food and 
the tax payments are small.
